And that nine times out of ten 
they are doing it to our detri- 
ment? And are only tolerated 
by their church for that very 
purpose? I know Bro. Murrry 
to he a man of too uriuli iutelli- 
geace to be ignorant of the tem- 
per of the "church of his choice." 
He knows of tbe unwarranted as-
